Text of Wilson Letter.

which contemplates a national mobiliza- 
tion of the great voluntary forces of the 
country which are ready to work to- 
wards saving food and eliminating waste 
admits of no further delay. 

“The approaching harvesting, t im- 
mediate necessity for wise use and Sav- 
ing, not only in food but in all other 
expenditures, the many undirected and 
overlapping efforts being made towards 
this end, all press for national! en 
and inspiration. 

“While it would in many ways be 
destrable to wait complete legislation 
establishing the food administration, 


voluntary effort can be assembied, we 
should not wait any longer, and there- 
fore I would be very glad if you would 
proceed in these directions at once. 


.Women Giving Their Aid. 

“The women of the nation are earn- 
eastly seeking to do their part in this 
our greatest struggle for the mainte- 
nance of our national ideals, and-in no 
direction can they so greatly assist as 
by enlisting in the service of the food 
administration and cheerfully accept- 
in¢ its direction and advice.

BRITONS IN U.S.

out regard to horticultural embel- 
lishment or to its relation to the 


surrounding landscape. It he 
a@n easy matter to overcome this 4 - 
vantage on the country estate, but on 
the limited space of the city or subur- 
ban lot the narrow lot lines and the 
buildings may impose limitations which 
render it most important to utilize the 
available space to best advantage for 
appearance and household economy. 

Beautifying the home grounds does 
mot consist in selecting our favorite 
trees, shrubs, and flowers, planting 
them in unrelated spots wherever we 
find room, and adding from time to 
time the chance offerings of friends and 
neighbors. Such grounds produce the 
same effect patches of beautiful wall- 
paper of various designs would have 
when pasted side by side or in isolated 
spots without relation to the architectu- 
ral lines of the room to-be decorated. 

Grounds that are improved in patches, 
without definite relationship or ultimate 
purpose, even though they contain the 
most beautiful plant specimens, gener- 
ally have about the same decorative 
qualities as the stamp album treasured 
by a phylatelist. And, what is worse, 
the plantation may be permanent and 
s0 permanently destroy the possibilities 
for -homely charm. 

With a due sense of proportions and 
fitness harmony of colors and structural. 
lines must be so adapted to utilitarian 
requirements that the entire home es- 
tablishment blends into a pleasing 
whole, beautiful and interesting in de- 
tail, convenient and useful in the pri- 
mary object of provid a comfortable 
home with all its and require- 
ments. 

Whether the plans of the home 
grounds are to be formal or infermal 
must depend on the limitations of prop- 
erty lines and the topographical and 
other natural opportunities offered by 
the location. The fertile sprig of broad, 
informal landscape effects in the con- 
stricted geometrica] area of a thirty 
foot city building lot is as absurd as 
the artificial formalities of Italian gar- 
dens would be on the banks of a stream 
in the forest glen of a country estate. 

Between the enforced angularity of 
the one extreme and the complete free- 
dom of action in the other there are 
many gradations, all of which will be 
taken up in turn. The hills and ravines 
of the north shore district present prob- 
lems entirely unlike those of the flat 
prairie lands to the west.

the house or fence, twenty-four to thirty 
inches. 
‘In any planning first reserve the re- 
quired space for edging, varying from 
six inches for alyssum, Littl Gem, and 
lobelia einus, to fifteen inches for foun- 
tain grass, the usual apace requirement 
being eight to ten inches. The distance 
between plants should be in the same 
proportion. 

Geraniums are planted fifteen inches 
apart in the row and fifteen inches be- 
tween rows on borders and narrow beds.

STANDARD BREAD. 

F' a woman wants to have a full :eal- 
ization of what a_ sweet, delicious 
thing a nice bread flour is she must 
be able to make a splentid yeust 
bread with her own hands. It wil) be a 
bread that almost any. man, Womai or 
child will actually prefer to cake or 
‘@andy. Such a bread can be made, but 
only once in a bine thoon do we find 

such outside of a competent home. 
From wide observation I am almost 
convinced that only one part in a thou- 
sand, perhaps one part in ten thousand, 
of this delicious product of the wheat 
is @®@ manipulated for breads that its 

most beautiful or exquisite qualities 
brought out. I sometimes go to middle 
grade eating places of the larger sorts 
where they have their own ovens and 
there manage to get nearly all the types 
bf breads they have. It is rare to find 
nalg of these breads truly palatable, 


- and that half is far short of excellent. 


What a waste it is to make such 
breads! It would take several hundred 
careless households to waste as much 
as is wasted in these places every day, 
while the people who pay to be fed go 
miserably away, more miserable than 
the most of them realize. a 

We have in a sense, been crying for 
bread. We may be destined to cry louder 


_yet, though not one person in a hundred 


knows how much like the preciousness. 
of pearls a bread may be. This is the 
more shocking because superlatively 
good flour often goes into the wretched 
stuffs sold for bread, and every lack of 
such breads represents waste. 

Requests for recipes for graham 
breads, bran breads, rye ak , and 
so forth frequently come to me. and. 
sometimes make me acutely unhappy. 
If a woman can make a high grade 
white breadshe does not have to ask 
anybody for a recipe for any sort, al- 
tiietigh she may intelligently seek a_ 
wider knowledge of effects of different 
meals.and flours and general. facts and 
principles that she has not yet herself 
worked out or thought out. Here are 
the three ingredients, yeast, liquid, 
flour, to be put together. -The only way 
to learn to put them together is by 
doing it, and doing it again and again, 
observing everything, reading every- 
thing that may help—yes, studying 
everything, getting right down and 
“ boning.”’ ot ee 

The following sentences in a letter the 
other day made me want to tear my 
hair: *‘ And to tell us the principles of 
the cookery that furnishes vitamins 
without any labor to speak of. We shall 
all three be very clever to catch the 
principles, but two of us do not love the 
necessary labor.’”” The only reason one 
should ever seek to lessen the labor one 
thing requires is so as to haye more 
for something else. People who will not 
go through the labors of the first stages 
of cookery will never have a chance to 
enjoy the slight effort and joyful skill 
of the later stages. It is really not the 
work but the not knowing how that is 
hard. It is not the thing outside. your- 
‘self but the overcominig of something 
quite within you@elf, | 

But to stop ranting and to get back to 
the point that if a woman can make a 
fine bread of white flour she can make 
any other sort, illustration of the fact is 
found in what was done in a week at 
bread making in a class conducted by 
Miss Elizabeth Miller at the University 
of Chicago. In reviewing this work in 
a lecture Miss Miller presented her 
recipes as a variation of the first headed

BACK TO THE OLD SIMPLICITY. 


HIS being the season for school 
and college graduations, a few 
‘words as to the etiquette of this 
| ceremonial are.not out of place. 
The increasing tendency to extrava- 
gance and display, which has been a 
national characteristic for the last quar- 
ter of a century, has affected the rites 
of commencement day.

So 
they suggest as an effective antidote 
against an unwholesome condition 
such pleasures as may be found in 
music and the drama, : 
In memoranda accompanying the 
hint which is the genesis of this orti- 
cle, I find entabulated the types of 
citizen who will resent the intrusion 
of the stage as an ease to anguish: 
Those with the remnants of the 
Puritan conscience who feel that

slightest excuse. 
Those with a newly awakened 
‘sense of duty, and a new idealism, 
who will cast out play in their zeal 
for service. | 
Those who think rigid economy 
, necessary and will begin by elimi- 
nating amusements. 


Variations of these types will be 
found in those who, for instance, loath- 
ing the movies, believe that Mr. Chap- 
lin should subside, while “The Show 
of Wonders,” which they like, should 
be permitted to live. Or those not 
addicted to golf who believe that the 
links should be turned into truck- 
gardens, while tennis courts, whereon 
they have pleasure, should be left as 
they are. There are many of us who 
think that all diversions save our own

But I may repeat the argument of 
the representatives of the woman's 
committee of the Council of National 
Defense that “clean, healthful plays, 
without tragedy in them” will be a 
comforting nepenthe in the unhappy 
nights that are to come.

“There is 
need,” the memorandum continues, 
“to keep a cheerful attitude toward 
life, for the sake of our young people, 
and to put our own minds in condition 
to do our best thinking.”

We shall drop back into the indiffer- 
encé and inertia which have exposed us to the 
dangers from, which our allies now protect us. 


We shall have no army and no thought of get- 
ting one. Sad prophets will tire their voices speak- 
ing to deaf ears and Cassandra will be as hopeless 
as ever. : 3 

Now is the time to prepare a military policy and 
get and maintain, preserve and retain, an army. 
Now is the time for congress to legislate for the 
future. It ought not to stop with an expedient. It 
ought to add an institution to the American nation. 

It Ought to provide for the calling of young men 
by classes, for their training and equipment. It 
ought to adopt universal service, and in this war 
provide the natign with insurance against another 
one. 3 

It ought to provide for supplies and material of. 
War so that we shall not be caught barehanded 
again in @ gun fight. What could we have done, 
the way we were, if our enemy cotild have reached 
us? The consequences to us would have been ap- 
palling. Our weakness did not keep us out of war.

As certainly as the Seasons come Japan will

The defense board is composed of six 
eecretariés of the president’s cabinét— 
to wit: War, navy, interior, commerce, 
labor, and agriculture. . 

The resolutions covered the following 
points: Sextiel continence is not only 
possible but te beneficial for soldiers and 
sailors. To prevent the spréad of vene- 
real diseases in the army and navy provi- 
sion should be made for innocent games 
and sports, entertainments and religious 
exercises. Opportunities ate té be made 
to educate and inform soldiers and sail- 
ors th sex matters and particularly as to 
the harm dene by venereal infections. 
In order to control venereal diseases the 
ues of Mleohdélic beverages in military 
astablishments is to be prevented and 
effective gonés around such an establish- 
ment efforéed. Prostitutes are to be 
barred from military establishments of 
the army and nevy and an effective zone 
established. The present prophylactics 
are to be extended as circumstances may 
requtre. The @xamination of recruits 
for venereal disease is to be made as 
thorough as circumstances will permit. / 

A @ivision of ¥enereal diseases is to be 
created in -@ach médical military corps. 
This division is to have charge of meas- 
ures for the prevention and cure of vene- 
real diseases. Ctvil hospitals and dis- 
péfisaries complemental to purely. mill- 
tary hospitals and dispensaries are to be 
established go that all infected soldiers 
and sailors ¢an be completely cured. 
These civilian hospitals in war times are 
to be served by specialists in venereal 
disenses giving: part timé service And, 
finally, since venereal diseases in civil 
life serve to infect soldiers and since 
vyenéreal disease is the chief source of 
disabilities # armies and nivies, the 
civil authorities ere called upon as & 
part of a program of defense to adopt a 
simflar program or as much of !t as is 
feasible for the control of venereal dis-

the recommendation of the advisory 
council of defense; who, tn turn, had 
the advice of a large number of authort- 
‘Hes. The matter first came before a 
meeting of 100 or more health officers, 
physicians, scientf¥ta, political econo- 
mists, and university professors. They 
discussed the subject in detail and then 
brought certain recommendations before 


and public health service. After the 
resolutions were considered and indorsed 
by them they went to the advisory coun- 
cil of defense. It was with the imme- 
Ziate indorsement of this group that they

The reasons for this action were sev- 
eral In the first place, it is estab- 
lished that venereal diseases constitute 
the most important cause of disablement 
and tnefficiency of soldiers and sailors. 
The number of men constantly excused 
from. duty, off the firing lina out of 
service, and an incubus on the army 
and navy constitute a very serious han- 
dicap, The reports that come from Eu- 


nereal diseases are the only groups of 
allments that are baffling army sur- 
geons and sanftarians. Typhoid fever, 
cholera, malaria, typhus, ama!!pox—the 
old time army m®@nacés—are under con- 
trol. The Puropean armies had learned 
how to prevent venereal diseases. Their

The Amertcan army and navy had 
adopted the European army peace pol- 
icy with the same excellent results.

Another reason lay in observations 
made by Mr. Fosdick, representing the 
war department, on Mexican border con- 
ditions last summer. One border town, 
in asking for troops, gave as one attrac- 
tion the fact that they had a red light 
istrict.

The use of prophylactic measures has 
démonstrated its effectiveness in pre- 
venting these diseases. Prophylactic 
measurés are in use fm our military 
forces, as they are in all of the mill- 
tary forces of northwestern Europe. In 
times of peace these measures were ef- 
fective, in spite ‘of the temptations 
which were allowed to beset soldiers and 
sailors—in apite, also, of the false no- 
tions and standards -which prevail 
among them. In war times they are ef- 
fective up to a certain point. There is 
less of venereal disease among the Furo- 
pean armies than in any previous war. 
It is an index of the new requirements 
put on sanitary science that in this war. 
we demand that venereal disease be re- 
pressed as typhoid fever and smallpox 
have been. 


Another important part of the new 
policy relates to education on sex mat- 
ters and venereal disease. A recent 
number of the London Times carried a 
letter signed by twenty prominent 
Englishwomen. Among the signers were 
Mrs. Lloyd George, Lady Asquith, Lady 
Birdwood, Lady Burnham, and the 
Countess of Hardwicke. The letter, 
printed under the heading “ Venereal 
Disease,”’ contained the following state- 
ments: he | 


~ We, the above, having knowledge of 
the terrible ravages venereal disease is 
making, feel it our duty, as woten, and 
on behalf of the present and future gen- 
erations of the empire, to urge that 
speedy steps by taken t6 assure more 
effective action now, although fully real- 
izing the excellent work the commission 
is doing as regards educating the publiie 
and pressing forward provision for free 
treatment for the sufferers.

VOLUME of letters, articlés which he wrote for & New York paper, 

A and his fragmentary diary, obviously kept without any thought of 
its ever being read, complete the literary monument to Alan Seeger, 
the “poet of the Foreign Legion.” “Letters and Diary” (Scribner’s) is the 
title of the volume—and interesting though it proved to me to read it, all 

e time I kept thinking “he would rather not have had this printed.” I 

thought so not for the obvious reason that it was too intimate, too much a 
disclosure of the actual heart of a man, but because it isn’t intimate enough, 
isn't poetic enough, artistic enough; because it is merely commonplace, the 
sort of thing that might be collected from the correspondence of almost 
pany soldier. 

His letters to his family, are remarkable, his letters to his friends are 
out of the ordinary only because he occasionally expresses the porténtous 
certainty—hopefully—that he will die in the fight and that-the moment of 
h{s death will be the greatest moment of his life. But that philosophy was 
expressed in his poetry much more significantly than in his letters. There 
are a few passages of remarkable power like this one from his diary: “ Noth- 
Ing but good can befall the soldier, 80 he plays his part well. Come out of 
the ordeal safe and sound and he has an experience in the light of 
which all life thereafter will be three times richer and more beautiful; 
wounded, he will have the esteem and admiration of all men and the appro- 
bation of his own conscience; killed, more than any other man he can face 
the unknown without misgiving—that is so long as death comes upon him 
in a moment of courage and enthusiasm, not of faltering or of fear.” 

Perhaps the reason I resent this volume is for the sake of a man who 
lived artistically’ his brief career and died, according to his own philosophy, 
at the very pinnacle of it—as I bitterly resented the publication of Rupert 
Brooke’s master’s thesis on Elizabethan drama. The book has nothing of 
the real character of the poet in it. It is conveniently arranged, with letters 
and diary interspersed according to the time at which they were written. 
But there’ are included in the book—most inartistically, I think—six articles 
which he wrote for the New York Sun, well written articles, not intimate, 
like the rest of the book. 

_ I suppose that they were included so that this book might, with his 
‘poems, be the “collected works” of Alan Seeger. What those articles do 
ie to make you realize how hurriedly and how almost carelessly he wrote 
his diary and most of his letters, and they do that, despite the fact that the 
articles aren't extraordinarily well written. 
| For a man of lesser artistic temperament a hodge-podgy volume of 
letters and diary and newspaper articles would serve as a fitting monument. 
For the man who wrote, “I have a rendezvous with death,” it can only be 
something he wouldn't have done himself. Perhaps you won't feel that way 
about it. Surely you'll be interested in it, because you can’t help being 
interested in the intimate life of a poet, and especially in the life of the 
most romantic figure of the French Foreign légion. Honestly, though, I 
wonder what Alan Seeger would say about it if he could come back—for in- 
stance, the way Mark Twain is said to have returned, through the ouija 
‘board. By the way, there’s'a splendid picture of Alan Seeger in the roto- 
gravure section this week. |

The other days it 
will be buttered toast (élicious, melting) at 18 cents the 
slice, or sublime ham sandwiches at 80, cents each. The 
pastry cooks will shut up (Or serve toast and sandwiches), 
becatise pie’, tarts, cakes, and crackers are henceforth

Be sure the pastry cooks will not shut up. They will 
find a way. They wére never so brilliant, crowded, with 
little giasses of sweet wine, very, very dear. 

I haA lunched at the Grand café on the fixed price

As an experi- 
ment I took sumple ham and eggs, done individually, “on 
the plate,” and they came up superb fresh eggs.) An. 
other party, choosing fish, got a wretched little whiting, 
fried to nothing. ; 

My “second dish,” first class filet of beef, roasted, was 
garnished with microscopically tiny new peas (from Spain), 
at once sweet and. with a palatably bitterish tang from 
being cooked long with fully equal weight of lettuce. A 
party who preferred a mutton chop got a wretched sam- 
ple. (As will be seen, chops are dear.) 

For dessert they gave us fresh stewed apples and (to 
frustrate the tart law) “cooked fruits in crusts”—i e., 
tiny plecrust forms filled before your eyes with cooked 
cherries. Already ingenuity goes far. This Grand café 
$1.20 lunch is considered the best value of fine cookery in 
Paris, probably done at a loss by patriotism—or else to 
give a patriotic look to the & la carte gormandizing of 
the rotunda, where asparagus is 80 cents, a big slice of 
melon $1, and a portion_of turbot 70 cents. Of course you 
can go higher. At Paillard’s recently a dinner for twelve 
to give godspeed to a beloved French commissioner cost 
$8 a plate, and we had only chicken-cream, scrambled 
éges with morilles mushrooms, barbot (fish) with cream 
tomato sauce. Leuris asparagus, fruit salad, dessert, coffee 
and liqueurs, with two quite good wines, 

* #& 

EFORE tackling household prices I mention a trip 
to the Orsay-Palace hotel (when our servant married 
her daughter). American soldiers will learn what 

- they will pay and enjoy on Paris permissions. Two 

fine front double rooms (one with large bath) and one 
almost stuffy single room of the same suite (but all with 
view on the river) cost $11 a day for three persons. Morn- 
ing coffee in your bedroom, poor coffee, not hot, but with 
finé toast and butter, 60 cents. I remember one lunch 
there for two persons. It Was just roast beef for two, 
vast slices, a magnificent baron, with fried potatoes 
(served neglected, almost cold), with an order of asparagus 
for one (sixteen biggish branches, but nothing fine) and 
apple tarta. I had beer and coffee, mother had tea. 
Total, $4.50. I remember also that an order of truffied 
salmon p&té cost 80 cents. When I took the same thing 
home from Potel & Chabot’s (only it was chicken and fole 
gras) we had more pliecrust but less meat for $1.20! This, 
I think, is the best hotel value you can gétin Paris. Count 
on no single room in nice surroundings less than $2.20, on 
a court or side street. 

So now for the joys of housekeeping in Paris at the 
beginning of the so-called “famine scare.” 

Trus, the famine is supposed to be due only fn 19138; 
but thousands of families look far ahead—which makes 
food hoarding, runs on grocery stores, and highor, higher 
prices. ee 

My neighbor, for example, has all the shélves of a 
vast buffet piled with three pound boxes of “ breakfast” 
crackers, which she purchased in panic at 60 cents a 
pound, best quality, in heavy tin, not to mention French 
“dollar” sweet cake crackers at 38 cents a pound. She 
has great stocks of macaroni (20 cents a pound, tins of 
American sirup (ought at 60 cents each, befor’ the war 
80 cents), pasteurized butter (delicious, at $1.80 a pound, 
formerly 55 cents), Swiés condensed milk (48 cénts, for- 
merty 17 cents), and Canadian cream cheese in glass ($1.30, 
formerly 40 cents). 3 

It impressed mé. So I went provisioning—to hoard. 
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Paris there was 


no macaroni, no breakfast cereals, no crackers, no bis-— 
cuits. They had sold $800 worth of crackers in the two > 


days following the French government’s announcement 
that all such “bisculterie” must cease. They had 20 
tiolasses, no chdcolate, no salt codfish, no dried beef or 
tinned beef. All was gathered in by hoarders! | 

“But I must have crackers and molasses for the chil- 
dren!” insisted an American grandmother of comtes and 
vicomtes. 

“Hasten, madame, in a taxi,” said the downtown gro- 
cery clerk. “Drive through the more outer sections; le: 
the chauffeur stop at each fair looking grocery. You tm : 
pick up something yet.” 

But I said to myself: “I'll buy a red Diten cannonbal 
cheese—and hoard it!” 

Around in the Rue de Séze is one of the fine crémeries 
of 
They letting go Gruytre cheese at 82 cents a pound 
(formerly 34 cents), red Dutch cannonballs at 90 cents (for- 
merly 36 cents), fine Brie, $1 a pound (formerly 40 cents), 
and the best cream Camemberts, 40 cents each (weigh 
less than one-half pound). 

“You've got the goods,” I said. | 

* All over Paris shops have got the goods,” replied the 
wife of the proprietor very seriously. “We shall con- 
tinue to have the goods, because France, agricultural 
land, produces. But we shall not have enough, for lack 
of milk, cows, hand work. The prices will go up, up. 
Many will deny themselves, Monsieur is American? Tell 
America to send us condensed milk for the coming win- 
ter.. Tell America to send us pasteurized butter in tins, 
any kind of butter that will stand the trip, and any quan- 
tity of fine lard for cooking. Tell America to send us all 
the cheese she can—your commonést American cheese i. 
like thé red Dutch balls, which we call Chester. It kee). 
well, séls well. There is next to none in France, an! 
Gruyére lacks entirely. Tell America to send us smoked 
méats, dried sausages; and don’t you make some kind of 
‘rillettes,’ cooked nubbins of pork preserved in grease? 
It would sell enormously, being cheap. Send anything 
which wili kéep. We will buy it—at your own price!’ 

There were tears in the good woman’s eyes; yet she 
was making money hand over fist!

EHIND the Madeleine there its a first class, large 
provisioning grocery where they sell poultry and 
game of mornings. (In the afternoon it is cleared 
away for wonderful fruits.) Fat chickens were 
going from 75 cents to $1.10 a pound, ahd rabbits 42 cents 
a pound. ‘ 

The “primeur” vegetable display was charming. They 
are “first growths,” young, tender, not completely ma- 
tured, from Spain, Algiers, south France, and later the 
forced growths of Paris suburbs. 

Thé proprietor spoke with me. He is a great man, in 
black cutaway coat, creased pants, and immaculate linen; 
and he just walks around to be agreeable. “Hein? What 
do you say to those asparagus?” 

They were thick French amethystine-opalescent and 
green topped Italian, sixteen, eighteen pieces to the 
bunch, at from 30 to 60 cents. Now here was scarcely 
increase over pefAce asparagus. ' 

“And all fine vegetables,” said the creased pants, 
“will now be cheaper and more plentiful with the ad- 
vance of summer. New potatoes (waving a beringed 
hand), 16 to 20 cents a pound (but previously 4 to 9 cents). 
Peas in the pod (it is a backward season), 18 cents the 
pound, and superfine primeurs for 25 cents. The ‘mange- 
tout’ (est-pod) pea bean, 12 cents a pound; young, luscious 
turnips (to cook with duck), 16 cents the pound, and idem 
bijou carrots (to be boiled in vichy water, served with 
cream and young peas) idem, while the artichoke rejoices 
at 8 cents the piece!”

EAUTIFUL, once plentiful ance! The beautiful 

food is still here, but cous cannot, will not 

pay the price, and have to scrimp. Street markets, 

cotperatives, and barrow retailing are the resource 
of careful households. “American cold storage meat is 
delicious,” ¢ays my neighbor. “Every one says that it 
is so good, and not much more than half the price of 
French meat.. Look at those munition girls! They eat 
it. Aren’t they saucy and flourisbing? I have never 
been able to taste it.” ’ 
. A really fine leg of young, fat, tender mutton costs «‘ 
least. $1.80,. which comes to 60 cents a pound. Mutton 
chops can be had as cheap as 10 cents each (previousi, 
6 to 7 cents); but you can guess how little meat goes With: 
each. Good beéfsteak is from 48 to 55 cents a pound—all 
this French killed, in market. Ordinary pieces of veal 
cost 60 cents a pound (26 cents previously); the cheapest’ 
potaé-feu boiling beef (formerly 13 cents) is 36 cents the 
pound, and ragout mutton 36 cents (previously 15 cents). 

France ts on sugar cards. France is on gasoline cards. 
France is (practically) on coal cards—if you can find the 
coal. I know of clandestine buying, no receipt taken or 
given, at $70 a ton, when one has luck to find a venal 
vendor.

HE American automobile is making 
long strides in the far east. Fig- 
- ures announced last week by D. E. 
Casey, an agent of the government 
bureau of foreign domestic com- 
merce, indicate that during 1916 manu- 
facturers of the United States exported 
to Asia 6,624 cara, valued at approxi- 
mately £8,000,000—almost three times as 
many as in the preceding year and five 
times as many as in 1914. 
In Hong Kong and other Chinese cities 
strenuous efforts are being made to: in- 
crease the mileage of automobile roads, 
and every mile of new road edds to the 
number of prospective purchasers of au- 
tomobiles. Formerly most of the cars in 
China were ‘owned by companies and 
were for public hire, but now individu- 
als, both Europeans and natives, are 
buying automobiles for their own use.

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What de you consider the 


Drivers’ License 
Law in Effect in 
New York July 1 


BILL just signed by the governor 

pa ere York provides that after 

July 1 all operators of privately 

owned automobiles other than al- 
ready licensed chauffeurs must take out 
an operator’s license. The fee for this 
is $1. Operators’ licenses must be taken 
out by any of the members of a family 
who operate a car and by any other per- 
sons who drive whether they are owners 
or not. 

There are some folks who drive cars 
occasionally for their friends, and they 
fall under the provisions of the bill. 
Where women or children in a family 
drive the car owned by the head of the 
house these, too, must be registered and 
the card must be carried while the nr 


There is no provision for technical or 


| driving examinations before granting op- 


erating licenses. It may be that this 
provision will be added later as an 
amendment. The only apparent reason 
for having an operator’s license under 
the present arrangement is that it puts, 
all automobile drivers directly urider the 
control of the secretary of state. By 
the terms of the bill the secretary of 
state has power to revoke all automobile 
driving licenses, whether of amateurs or 
professionals, after a hearing following 
ten days’ notice.

’ The Argument. 

His statement in part follows: 

“The spread of tubercslosis among the 
4roops abroad has been one of the hor- 
rors of the present war. Partly because 
of the rapid mobilization of the French 
army and the imperfect examination of 
recruits thousands 
to the front with Gneipient or arrested 
tuberculosis. Under the strain of trench 
life these cases have become active and 
15,000 men have alreagy been sent back 
from the front with consumption. In 


‘addition, thousands of cases have devel- 


oped among the war prisoners retorned 
from Germany and among the refugées, 
and a conservative estimate apes tng 
total number of new ‘war cases’ in 
France among wll classes at 400,000. . 

“What was true of France was true 
to a less extent of England. Now the 
danger of their, spreading the disease 
among civilians is among England's big 
problems.

in overcrowded rooms without ventila- 
tion or fresh air or sunlight, and even 
with very little diffused daylight. 
“The chances are all against the mian 
with any sort of a ‘tendency toward 
tuberculosis. Let us re ember that pre- 
vention is better than cure—and that 
the West means for preventing tubercu- 
losis among our soldiers is to send only 
men free absolutely .-om the taint of 
the tubercle bacillus. The examination 
of recruits ts the first line of defense for 
our army. Let us make it an impreg- 
ble line against tuberculosis a u all 
other preventable diseases.”’
